“The  education  ot  foreigners  in  the 
colleges  of  the  United  States  will  have 
a  -great  Influence  upon  future  Inter¬ 
national  relations,  in  that  the  leaders 
In  the  educational  world,  in  almost  ev¬ 
ery  country  where  the  educational 
systems  have  recently  undergone  great 
changes,  'are  graduates  of-  American 
Colleges.’’  This  was  the  most  impor¬ 
tant,  message  that  was  given  by  Dean 
Edith  A.  Barnard  at  the  regular  meet¬ 
ing  ot  the  y.  W.  C.  A.,  Tuesday  morn¬ 
ing  in  her  talk  on  ‘Foreign  Students 
in  American  Colleges.”

Dean  Barnard  began  her  discussion 
by  saying  that  there  are  from  20,000 
to  30,000' foreigners  enrolled  in  Amer¬ 
ican  Collegev-today,  and  that  'there' 
are  many  agencies  tor  helping  these 
students  \  to  have  friendly  relations 
with  the  American  students  and  among 
themselves.  She  gave  an  interesting 
account  ot  the  wonderful  work  that 
Is  being  done  by  t’ne  “American  Com¬ 
mittee  for  Friendly  Relations  with 
students”  This  Committee  has  local 
and  traveling  secretaries  whose  busi¬ 
ness  it  is-  to  help  establish  friendly 
relations  among  students;  publish  jour¬ 
nals  for  the  students  to  read;  plan  re¬ 
ceptions;  help  foreign  students  to  edit 
small  monthly  magazines  in  own  lan¬ 
guage  and  from  these  magazines  we 
are  able  to  get  the  foreigners  point  of 
view;  plan  student  conferences  help¬ 
ing  to'  overcome  race  prejudices;  aid 
other  students  to  find  out  for  them¬ 
selves  that  these  foreigners  have 
hearts  and  souls  and  that  they  are 
able  to  teach  Americans  a  great  deal; 
and  finally,  give  these  students  any 
financial  aid  that  they  are  able  to 
give.

Social  practice  in  politics,  business, 
and  industry  have  more  Influence  in 
forming  character  than  the  schools, 
was  the  thought  conveyed  by  Mr. 
Loomis  when  addressing  the  high 
school  graduates  at  the  college,  Wed¬ 
nesday  morning. 

“I  would  be  untrue  to  my  state  and 
to  my  college  not  to  tell  you  this  that 
you  may  make  your  dreams  come 
true,”  said  Mr.  Loomis. 

“The  ideals  of  society  are  not  the 
Ideals  of  your  school  room;  absolute 
honesty  is  not  a  practice  in  business; 
the  world  will  not  obey  all  laws,  but 
,i'will  show  you  which  are  to  be,  kept 
and  which  violated,  Mr.  Loomis  told 
Ihe-graduates.'  The,  school  has  invlt- 
ted  you  to  art  and  .  literature.  The 
world  will  drench ’your  soul  with  lust 
and  ,  sensualism.  ,  We  may  indicate 
the  nobility  of  service  but  the  world 
will  blazen  from  every  sky-scraper  and 
every  cellar — the  horrid  motto,  “Put 
Money  in  Thy  Purse.”  The  world  needs 
honest,  faithful,  cultured  men  in  the 
world’s  affairs  and  places  of  influence. 
Strong,. Indeed,  is  the  man  -who  is  not 
influenced  by  it.” 

The  idea  was  brought  out  that  the 
problems  of  youth  toddy  are  so  close¬ 
ly  bound  up  with'  our  economic  civiliza¬ 
tion  that  to  solve  tbe  ills- of  one  is 
to  solve  the  ills  of  both.  As  an  illustra¬ 
tion  of  the  exaggerated  role  of  youth 
is  called  upon  to  enact  in  industry 
and  business,  Mr.  Loomis  alluded  to 
the  high  salaried  comic  newspaper 
writer  and  the  types  of  talent  for 
which  exorbitant  prices  are  paid  in 
the  motion  picture  industry.  He  made 
an  appeal  to  the  graduates  for  aihigh- 
er  standard  of  intellectuality  and  ur¬ 
ged  that  they  assume  their  responsi¬ 
bility  to  society  and  give  back  to.  so-, 
ciety  In  full  measure. 

'  As  a  Bol\^tloh  for  the  problem,  Mr, 
Lpomis  said  that  he  had  faith  in  the 
men  in  busipess'  and  in  industry  and 
that  he  ii'elieved  that  they  would  take 
time  off  from  the  counting  house  or 
club  house  to  help  us.  He  believes 
that  the  young  people  today  are  sin¬ 
cere  and  earnest.  They  know  that 
kindness,  courtesy,  industry,  honesty 
and  truth  are  virtuoup  before  they  are 
told.  An  appeal  was  then  made  to 
the  graduates  not  lo  sink  to  the  level 
of  the  morals  and  ideals  of  the  world 
but  rather  to  be  lifters.

daring  Intruder  who  'would  harm  tlie 
weakest  of -Its  eaglets. 

The  inlmhltnnts  of  this  blessed 
dwelling,  realizing  their  good  fortune,^ 
arc  willing  to  shnro  with  those  more 
unfortunate  than  llioy.  They  gladly 
admit  those  who  have  flod  the  oppres¬ 
sion  and  restriction  of  their  own 
homes.  They  encourage  these  strangs- 
ers  to  take  advantage  ot  tUd  oppor¬ 
tunities  ottorod  in  llieir  glorious  homo, 
strangers  who  prehnps  have  been 
denied  opportunity  and  chance  of  ad¬ 
vancement  at  their  own  homes.  In

Education  Council  '

Why  Americana  Should  Study  Foreign 
Language  to  Be  of  Subject  Workl 


A  very  important  action  was  taken 
by  the  normal  school  presidents  ot 
North  Dakota  in  a  meeting  held  at 
Bismarck  April  2-3.

Miss  Frances  Tohey,  n  professor  in 
the  English  department  ot  the  Colo¬ 
rado  Slate  Tcacliors  College,  at  Gree¬ 
ley,  who  studied  at  Oxford  last  year, 
says  that  life  there  is.  very  charming 
and  tells  of  some  of  the  quaint  cus¬ 
toms  in  the  English  university. 

Every  student  at  Oxford,  site  says, 
must  be  inside  the  walls  of  llic  col¬ 
lege  at  9  o’clock  at  iiigiit,  wlien  the 
historic  old  hell  lolls  its  hundred  and 
one  *traditloiial  strokes.  It  he  is  late, 
lie  must  pay  a  tine,  and  it  lie  is  very 
late,  ho.  will  probably  not  he  permit¬ 
ted  to  leave  the  college  for  pcrliaps  a 
week. 

The  inslilulion  has  a  great  wealth 
of  tradition  that  gives  it  an  interesting 
atmosphere.  Two  proctors  regulate 
the  discipline  of  the  place.  ,They  are 
privileged  to  fine  a  student  it  he  ap- 
jiCars  at  the  college  ■without  cap  and 
gown.  They  may  stop  a  man  walking 
along  the  street  with  a  lady  and  de¬ 
mand  an  introduction. 

Chaperones  are  required  upon  all  oc¬ 
casions  when  a  man  arranges  an  eii- 
terlainnient  for  a  girl,  unless  the  parly 
includes  several.  A  girl  is  not  permit¬ 
ted  to  appear  in  a  boat  on  tlie  river 
with  a  man. even  in  the  daytime  with¬ 
out  a  cliaperone.  ^ 

Tlie  regular  term  lasts  for  eight 
weeks  and  vacations  are  six  weeks 
long.  Most  of  the  studying  is  done  dur¬ 
ing  the  vacations  as  political  and  so¬ 
cial  life  occupies  so  much  time  in  the 
regular  term. 

Women  were  admitted  to  the  uni¬ 
versity  under  the  same  conditions  and 
with  the  same  advantages  as  men  in 
1920.  Miss  Tohey  was  one  of  the  first 
women  to  enter  Oxford;  after  the  doors 
were  oiiened  to  women. 

Miss  Tohey  was  an  Instructor  in  the 
English  department  in  the  Colorado 
State  College  when  Miss  Hopkins  was 
there  as  a  student.

A  tlireo-yenr  investigation  to  de¬ 
termine  the  rensohs  why  Americans 
should  study  foreign  laiigiuiges  lias 
boon  laiinclied  under  tho  auspices  of 
the  American  Coiiiicll  on  Education, 
under  tlie  supervision  and.  control  ot 
twenty  foreign  languago  teachers  in 
colleges  and  secondary  schools  located 
throughout  the  country. 

The  Chairman  ot  the  Study,  Profes¬ 
sor  liohort  Herndon  Fife;  ot  Columbia 
University,  makes  the  following  stato- 
nieiit: 

"Based  on  a  preliminary  canvass, 
the  following  arc  some  of  tlic  eduea- 
tioiiai  benefits  claimed  for  foreign 
language  study; 

The  ability  to  read  the  foreign  lan¬ 
guage  with  ease  and  enjoyment. 

The  ability  to  cpminunleatc  in 
speech  and  in  writing  with  foreigners. 

Increased  ability  to  read,  write  and 
speak  English. 

A  bolter  realization  ot  the  impor¬ 
tance  ot  correct  speech  hahils. 

Increased  knowledge  ot  the  history 
and  institutions  ot  the  foreign  country, 
and  a  betLer  |  understanding  of  their 
ContrihiiUon  to  |mo(^ern  civilization'. 

Increased  -  ability  .  to  undcirstand 
ideals  and  slaii'dards  of  foreign  people 
and  Americans  ot  foreign  birth, 

Development  ot  literary  and  artistic 
appreciation. 

Development  of  a  bettor'realization 
of  the 'relations  of  the  individual  Id 
society. 

All  of  these  and  some  others  are 
to  be  tested,  to  determine  whether 
American  students  are  now  obtaining 
I'these  results.  It  not,  it  is  proposed  to 
discover  ways  in-  which  they  can  be 
attained.” 

The  much  discussed  subject  ot 
school  curriculum  is  to  he  attacked  on 
tlie  side  of  foreign  languages  by  a 
committee  working  under  the  Anieri- 
canv  Council  on  Education.  The  com¬ 
mittee  is  supported  by  an  appropria¬ 
tion  from  the  Carnegie  Corporation  ot 
New  York,  which  is  also  financing  a 
similar  study  in  Canada..  The  commit¬ 
tee  ill  charge  ot  the  investigation  pro¬ 
poses  not  only  to  gather  full  statistics 
regarding  the  study  of  French,  Ger¬ 
man, '^Italian  and  Spanish  in  tho 
schools  of  the  country,  but  will  also 
stage  a  largo  number  ot  tests  and  ex¬ 
periments,  to  determine  what  can  be 
done  to  improve  the  study  ot  these; 
languages  in  America.  F^or  this  pur¬ 
pose  it  will  call  on  experts  in  educa¬ 
tion  uiid  educational  psychology  to 
try  oiit  old  and  new  methods  in 
schools  and  universities.  It  will  try 
to  find  out'  how  many  graduates  of 
school  and  college  are  now  able  to 
read  Fren'cli  or  German,  and  whetlior 
those  who  read  foreign  hooks  or  news¬ 


papers  liavc  learned  tile  language  at 
school  or  at  Iioiiiu;  Exports  in  tlio  llni- 
vorsity  ot  Clilcago  will  nionsuro  with 
dollento  Inslnunents  tlio  movements 
of  tho  eyes  in  reading  foreign  texts. 
An  effort  will  be  nlade  to  discover 
what  proportion  of  graduates  ot 
schools  and  colleges  are  now  inukliig 
usofuul  employment  ot  foreign  lan¬ 
guages  ill  conversation  or  eorrespond- 
eneo,  and  wliat  tlie  need  is  tor  such 
capacities  by  tho  graduates  ot  Anier- 
icaii  seliools  and  colleges. 

Thp  Investigation  Coniniitteo  will 
also  seek  to  learn  how  far  llio  avorugc 
American  needs  French  or  Italian  in 
order  to  understand  foreign  plirases  in 
our  books  and  newspapers,  and  how 
tar  tho  study  of  Uio  languago  helps 
towards  a  correct  use  of  Englisli. 
Tests  will  also  ho  made  in  an  ou- 
deavor  to  find  out  what  are  the  chief 
dlttic'ultics  wlilch  Antciiuiin  students 
oncouiilcr  in  Icariiing  foreign  laiigti 
ages. 

All  of  those  results  the  committee 
will  incorporate  in  a  report,  which 
ought  to  he  of  direct  use  in  iniprovc- 
ing  tho  teaching  of  fdreign  languages 
in  this  country,  and  also  ip  determin¬ 
ing  how  fur  they  can  be  studied  with 
profit. 

For  a  successful  conclusion  tho  co- 
uporutioii  of  every  teacher  of  tlio  iiiod- 


cni  forelgh  languages  in  school  atid 
college  will  he  of  significance,  in  ad¬ 
dition,  tho  syinpalhetic  assistance  ot 
school  prliicipals,  of  local  '  and  stale 
superiiilcndents,  and' of  college  udmltP, 
istralors  Is  an  urgent  necessity  for 
the  progress  ot  tho  study.'^Suggestions 
and  criticisms  of  the  program  and 
molhods  of  the-  study  are  earnestly*' 
invited.
